Rome. — At the extraordinary 
trial of Monsignore Appeddu, canon 
of Sassari Cathedral, Sardinia, pend- 
ing since August. 1910, has just term- 
inated in the local assize court, in

MISS TARBELL ON SUFFRAGE. 


The Ballot Not So Important as Gen- 
ral Efficiency. 

“Personally I am rather Indifferent 
about suffrage,” said Miss Ida Tarbell 
recently. ‘Whether women vote or not 
is a matter of comparatively small mo- 
ment in the great evolution of woman 
and humanity. The important thing 
is to develop efficiency, and there Is no 
sex In that, for men and women alike 
must learn to make efficient human be- 
ings of themselves. That applies to 
every one. The young married woman 
must make a profession out of her 
home life, not sit back in archaic 
laziness. And she lias one of the most 
difficult professions in the world. The 
young unmarried woman. should find 
the work in which she can be most use- 
ful and then she should develop her- 
self along that line.

@ practical character. The famdus 
“Pillar of Farewell,” which marks the 
Mine between Russia and Siberia, has 
been celebrated In sotig and story. 
This boundary mark stands between 
Ekaterinburg, in Russia, and Tiumen, 
in Siberia. It stands on the main road, 
Siong which thousands of exiles hare 
passed. It is an obelisk of brick, six- 
teen feet in height. On the west side 
it bears in Russian characters the 
word “Europe,” and on the east side 
the word “Asia.” 

The boundary marks along our north- 
ern frontier, separating us from. Can- 
ada, are of o most practical sort. For 
many hundreds of miles the St. Law- 
rence river and the great lakes form 
the natural boundaries, but there is a 
vast stretch of prairie land beyond 
with no natural demarcation. The 
boundary marks here are pillars of 
fron and wood placed at intervals of 
one mile, They have been alternately 
supplied by the two governments and 
may be seen from the Lake of the 
Woods to the Red river valley. Be 
yond that the marks are mounds of 
earth and cairns of stone. 

The strangest of European frontler 
lines is that marking the boundary be- | 
tween Hanover and Holland, where it 
crosses the Rhine. A row of pontoons 
Hes across the river, chained bow and 
stern. Inasmuch as the dividing line 
runs through from stem to stern, the 
eastern halves of the boats are painted 
tn German colors, the western in 
Dutch. The effect is most striking. 

Austria has a frontier line of about 
8,800 miles, of which 2,096 is land. 
Every mile of this must be guarded 
against the encroachnsents of Austria's 
nelghbors.. Germany is in a similar 
situation, since her land frontiers, 
bordering upon Russia, Austria, Swit- 
zerland, France, Holland and Belgium 
are 2,255 miles in extent, and by far 
the larger portion is not protected by 
mountains, rivers or any other natural 


boundaries. The German seaconst, how- 
ever, Is only 744 miles in extent.—Har- 
per’s.

Vill_your lamps daily. Never light a 
lamp that is nearly empty, as it in- 
creases danger of explosion.

If it must be done 
after dark keep away from a flame and 
wipe all oil from the outside. |
